“There ara other instances of the
ocourrence of coal im Mountgomery
county,” said Professor Carter. "In
the new red sandstone at Norristown,
on Elm street, near tha Stony Crosk
railrosd, n sesm of coal an inehin
thickness was fonnd, Itonly extended
for a few feet, and was not very wide
It was foand about twelve [eet below
the surface, while grading the sireof,
I slso found the striated senm of 4
forsil plant in the -sandatone. This
conl was of s deep black color, pitehy
in appearance, very brittle, sud broke
in & concholdal frasture.
"At Gwynedd, Montzomary eounty,
in the new red, is found w bed of car-
bonaceous shale, colored black by
traces of couly matler which it con-
taing, Iu Lower Providenes town-
ship, Montgomery eounty, about omne-
halt mile west of the Trooper, was
found a seam of coal thres inohes thick,
It was used by the village blaoksmith.
Doring the summer of 1863 msn worik-
ing npon the new tunuel at Phenixville
discovered & two-inoh senm of eoal in
the sandstone, It may be that & pa-
tient examination of thess so-called
triansio slates, which underlie the sand-
slone in Montgomery county, will dis-
close buds of workable coal in more
than one loeality. No systematic search
bns ever been made for coal, and very
few deep artesian borings have ever
been made in the new rod in Mont-
gomery county, In drilling the deep
artesinn well at Lansdale a bed
of blagk * carbonnceons slates was
pussed through, and under theas
slates were found a bed of eoal. Dr, A
D. Murkley, of Hatboro, informe mo
that o thick bed of coal was puassed
through in drilling an artesian well at
North Wales; it was found at a depth
of 160 feet. These same trinesio rocks
have yielded large quantities of good
conl in Virginla and North Carolina,
In the eorlisst davs of eosl 1miuing,
more conl was taken from the red
sandstone rocks of the Richmond basin
than was mined in Pennsylvania. In
1883, about 48,000 tons were produced,
which was twelve times the amount
shipped by Pennsylvanian, In 1833
about 142,687 tons of triussic coal were
wined in Virginia, or about ons-third
the amonnt of anthracite produced in
Pennaylvania, Io 1557 but ono mine
was ' worked, and it prodused 30,000
tons. Duoring the year severul new
companies were organlzed to mine
coal in thin fleld.”

A W. Bwianke, & soiting en-
gineer of prominecuee, h}g written a
lstter to the Jouras\ %" Commeree in
which be says the rallronds must very
soon begln to buy ralls in large quan-
tities. Eleven years is tbe life of a
steel rall, e says, and ofter that time
it must be removed. Aecording to the
interstate.commerce commission re-
port, there are about 19,000,000 tons of
eteel rafls in use in the country, all of
which must be renewad avery elaven
yoars. This means 1,727,272 tons per
sonum on an average. Mr Swanitz
suys that rall repewals have eontrib-
nted largely to reduetion of expsnses,
and that the time has come when con-
iracts for new rails must be mads
They eaunot be longer posiponed with
snfety, This ounght to contribute
largely to the prosperity of the local
rall mills, whioh are wall equipped for
any business that may offer,

It will be remembered, says the Ia-
dinnupolis Journal, that last year the
grand ehisf of the Order of Railway
Condnotors ordered the members of the
Ocder of Rallway Conduetors on the
Lebigh Valley to strike, They went
out as a result and lost §200 each, for
they could have earned at least that
much money while they were doing
nothing but aympathizing with the Les-
high Valley strikers, After the strike
was dealared off the sympathetic con-
ductors made a request to the grand
lodge of condnetors for the money they
had loat by obeying the order to quit
work, and as they were given the cold
shoulder the sirtking conductors mads
up & purse, eraployed prominent law-
yors and brought suit ageinst the grand
lodge. The ease will coms up ina
courbof one of the eastern stutes in
Siptember. An eastern financial pa-
per, in eommenting on this nov-
ol legal proceeding, saya that should
the suit be declared in favor of the
complainants it is extremely probable
that grand lodges will not so qoiekly
order out subordinate lodges, nnless
they have plenty of money t0 compen-
#ate those who lose wages by going out
This suit will test the liabilities of
irades unions to thoss who obey their
orders. The gomplainants go on the
theory that when a man, a firm, a cor-
poration, or (they say) an order engages
or ethploys men’ to do a thing bene-
fielal to the engager or employer, lia-
bility for compensation of the engaged
or emElond begine, They say that
when they gave up their places they
went to work for the benefit of the
Grand Lodge of eondnatora,

ITS FINGERS ONCE A MONTH.

The Pecullur Fad of the Ol Carlosity
Club, of New York—A Dingy FPlace of
Meoting for Wealthy Boheamians—Con-
trast with Amother Club,

Within hearing of the continneis clatter
of the vast side clevated road, in the rear

old books at the door to the back windows,
with the dusty, rusty, musty aund onrious
oddy and ends that have won for it the
title of the Old Curiosity Shop, a man sat
before n sheet iron stove cooking beef-
stedfs, He was n big, powerful man, with
large, strong hands, a large and massive
hend and a determined face.
